REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 

For  the  Year  Ending  March   i,  1892. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  district,  held  in  March,  1891. 
William  F.  Conner  was  elected  a  member  of  the  school  board 
for  three  years.  The  board  was  organized  as  follows:  Ed- 
ward P.  French  as  president;  Frank  H.  Rowe,  treasurer  and 
William  F.  Conner,  secretary.  Each  member  to  have  .charge 
of  certain  schools. 

We  have  employed  eighteen  different  teachers,  and  only  four 
have  taught  the  entire  year,  and  but  three  have  taught' the 
three  terms  in  the  same  school,  No.  3,  No.  7  anc^  No.  9. 

Miss  Emerson  taught  one  term  in  No.  4,  and  commenced 
her  second  term  in  No.  1,  but  was  obliged  to  close  at  the  end 
of  the  seventh  week  on  account  of  her  sickness. 

There  have  been  30  weeks  of  school  in  all  of  the  districts  ex- 
cept No.  9,  that  having  one  week  extra  in  the  winter  term, 
due  it  from  last  year,  and  No.  1  will  be  entitled  to  three  weeks 
for  the  coming  year.  The  teachers  have  given  good  satisfac- 
tion in  all  of  the  schools  except  in  Nos.  8  and  10.  In  No.  10 
some  fault  was  found  with  the  teachers,  Miss  Watt  by  some  of 
the  parents,  but  your  school  board  thought  the  trouble  more 
with  the  pupils  and  parents  than  with  the  teacher  and  em- 
ployed her  for  the  winter  term,  and  so  far  as  we  know  all 
were  satisfied  and  the  gossip  of  both  parents  and  children 
ceased. 

In  No.  S  the  spring  and  fall  terms  of  school  were  not  what 
they  should  have  been  ;  the  board  were  called  upon  several 
.times  to  visit  this  school. 

There  seems  to  be  a  disposition  among  some  ofthe  parents 
to  listen  too  much  to  the  gossip  ofthe  children.  They  seem  to 
think  the  scholars  know  better  how  to  manage  the  school  than 
the  teacher,  and  if  things  are  not  as  the  parents  think  they 
should  be,  then  they  take  their  children  out  of  school. 

The  parents  in  no  instance  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  have  visit- 
ed the  school  or  tried  in  any  way  to  find  who  was  in  the  wrong, 
whether  it  was  the  teacher  or  pupils,  and  the    school  board  in 
trying  to  find  out  the    trouble  were  sent  frorh  one    family  to 
(11) 
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another  by  being  told,"  Mr.  such  an  one"  and  "Mrs.  so  and  so" 
can  tell  you  all  about  it.  and  no  one  seemed  to  have  any  fault 
to  find  excepting  what  some  one  else  had  said. 

Miss  Stewart  who  taught  the  winter  term  in  1S90  was  given 
the  spring  term  of  1 S91,  by  request  of  nearly  every  one  sending 
children  to  school  in  that  district,  but  at  the  end  of  the  term 
out.  of  sixteen  pupils  only  six  were  present  at  the  last  dav. 

The  fall  term  was  even  worse  than  that,  only  one  scholar 
being  present  at  the  end  of  the  ninth  week,  at  which  time  the 
school  was  closed  by  request  of  the  teacher. 

The)'  were  both  experienced  teachers,  having  taught  several 
terms  with  good  success  before  they  came  to  Bedford. 

In  our  opinion  the  fault  is  with  the  parents  and  not  with 
the  teachers,  and  if  they  are  to  have  a  successful  school  the 
parents  must  visit  the  school  and  there  ascertain  who  is  in 
the  fault.  If  it  be  the  pupils. give  them  to  understand  that  they 
must  go  to  school  and  obey  the' teacher  and  all  will  be 
well'. 

We  would  not  give  the  impiession  that  all  of  the  parents 
have  been  fault  finders.-  t'orae  have  sent  the  entire  term  and 
have  upheld  the  teacher  and  the  school  board,  and  in  no  in- 
stances decided  but  in  favor  of  the  teacher.  There  has  been 
less  change  of  teachers  this  year  than  last.  There  were  twenty- 
two  different  ones  last  >ear  and  but  eighteen  this  year,  and 
we  hope  to  have  still  less  changes  the  coming  year,  as  we  ex- 
pect to  retain  many  of  the  teachers  of  the    last  term. 

We  think  the  past  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  the 
scholars  in  many  of  the  schools.  The  progress  has  been  good, 
but  it  has  been  the  best  where  the  same  teacher  has  taught 
the  entire  year  in  the  same  school. 

If  parents  wish  for  better  results  it  is  their  duty  to  visit  the 
schools  at  least  twice  during  each  term,  and  to  show  by  their 
presence  that  they  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  teacher,  and 
their  presence  will  also  encourage  the  pupils  to  renewed  ef- 
forts. 

Sickness  in  many  of  the  schools  will  make  a  bad  showing 
for  the  registers,  making  a  great  many  absent  marks.  Nos.  6 
and  0  have  the  best  registers,  being  about  alike  in  the  least 
number  of  absent  and  tardy  marks. 

Text  books  have  been  purchased  to  the  amount  of  $82.43. 
The  whole  number  of  scholars  registered  is  190.     Of  these, 
95  are  bovs,  95  are  girls,  15  less  than  last  year. 

We  have  used  $15.66  of  the  general  repair  fund,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $52.80  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer.  We  would 
recommend  the    painting  and  white-washing  of  No.  4  school 
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house  inside,  and  we  hope  the  town  will  vote  to  paint  Nos.  i 
and  6  outside.  The  town  cannot  afford  to  let  its  school  proper- 
ty  decrease  in  value. 

From  the  treasurer's  report  it  appears  that  the  whole  amount 
expended  for  teachers,  fuel  and  other  necessary  expenditures  is 
$2169  30,  an  average  of  $1 1.42  per  scholar. 

The  whole  amount  of  school  money  was  $2237.84,  the 
amount  received  for  tuition  $12.50  and  the  amount  remaining 
from  last  year  was  $5  05,  making  $2255.39  H1  a^  a  balance  of 
$S6  09  remaining  in   hands  of  treasurer.
